Described in a Letter Mayor Moir
Received from His Sister,
Mra.

Mayor James Molr has Just received
a mmst Interesting letter from his sis-
ter, Mre, J. H. Cooper, who waz In
Colesburg, South Africa, during the
three and a half month's alege of
that town by the Engllish. The mayor
